THE SMITHSONIAN Institution's interest 
in* aeronautics dates back to its early years. 
In 1861, the first Secretary of the Smith- 
sonian, Joseph Henry, recommended to 
President Lincoln that balloonist Thaddeus 
Lowe' be permitted to demonstrate the po- 
tential of the ballon for military observation. 

The third Secretary of the Smithsonian. 
Samuel P. Langley, constructed and tested a 
number of manned and unmanned heavier- 
than-air craft between 1887 and 1903. Two of 
these unmanned "aerodrome" models suc- 
ceeded in flying under steam power over the 
Potomac for approximately one kilometer 
(more than half a mile). 

Langley also built an observatory behind 
the "Castle" to begin Smithsonian astronomi- 
cal studies— and thus began the Smithsonian 
Astrophysical Observatory which, in 1955, 
became associated with Harvard University 
in Cambridge. Massachusetts. Today, known 
as the Center for Astrophysics, it serves as a 
major research center adding to our knowl- 
edge of the universe. 

The Smithsonian has long been interested 
in rocket research. Prompted by Charles 
Abbott, who-w^s to become the fifth Secre- 



tary of the Institution, the Smithsonian sup- 
ported the early work of the American rocket 
pioneer Robert H. Goddard. And it was God- 
dard who, at the beginning of the twentieth 
century, recognized the potential of the 
rocket motor for propelling vehicles through 
space. 

Over the years, the Smithsonian's aero- 
space collection has continued to grow. At 
present the collection contains many of the 
most significant aircraft and spacecraft that 
have taken us from Kitty Hawk to the moon 
and beyond. 

The exterior of the 208 meter (680 feel) 
long, 27.7 meter (90 feet) tall National Air 
and Space Museum is Tennessee marble of a 
pinkish hue. There are twenty-four major 
exhibition areas, some with controlled light- 
ing, some with tinted glass windows. The 
aircraft and spacecraft displayed in this 
museum were actually flown or were used as 
the backup vehicles, unless the label specifi- 
cally notes an exception. 

Opened during the Bicentennial year, the 
National Air and Space Museum is a national 
center for the collection, preservation, exhi- 
bition, and study of the history of flight;.
